and when it falls to 100 degrees people 
put on their flannels 
On the other 


hand, m Montana, minimum tempera-

It is declared that there has been a "per- 
ceptible southward movement of the 
colored race " 


As to the Chinese, their immigration 


began in 1854 and averaged about 4 000 
to 5 000 for fifteen years, when it became 
more rapid 
Agitation produced the Ex- 


clusion act of 18S2, with the result that, 
while the census showed 104,168 Chinese 
here, that of 1890 showed 100,162, only a 
very slight increase. The Indians num- 
bered 249 273 in 1890, with 216,706 living 
upon reservations, and more than a third 
of these were self-supporting and self- 
governing.

THE PART WHICH OETTTSBURG HAS 


IS THE TWO HILLS. 


Our contemporary, the Star and Senti- 


nel, in its consideration of the Road 
bill and the National Park bill is some- 
wbat in error. 
Its error consists, in 


part, in drawing a distinct line between 
the friends and foes of these two bills. 
We have made considerable inquiry in- 
to this matter and have found but few 
"foes" to either bill, yet we have dis- 
covered that a lan*e number of our 
people are asking the question—What 
does all this mean ? 


Onr friend's second error consists in 


separating the two bills. True they are 
different billc, but in affect they are one 
and the same thing so far as the peo- 
ple of Gettysburg are concerned, and it 
is generally understood that the Road 
bill is simply a part of the National 
Park idea. The two may, therefore, 
in the present discussion, be considered 
intimately related. 


The Star's third error is in this state- 


ment: "The United States has no idea 
of baying or in any way getting all the 
land lying vnthin the Park limits." It 
is questionable whether anybody has 
had such an idea. The question is— 
does the United States propose to buy 
or get, even in slnps, a ci'rck of land 
around Gettysburg ? What lund may 
lie within that circle is not a matter 
of moment except in so far as it might 
interfere with farming. 


There is a statement made that this 


ceding of our roads will be a great, 
saving to Cumberland and 
Straban 


townships.

Apportionment Bill, Religions Carl) Bill- 


Other Important llnslnesn. 


Apportionment legislation 
has 
been 


killed, so far, at least, as this Legislature 
is concerned. This was settled Friday 
afternoon by the defeat in the House of 
the Congressional, Senatorial and Legisla- 
the bills. 
This action of the lower 


branch of the Legislature means the death 
of all the bills beyond the hope of resur- 
rection. It mav, however, result, in the 
issuing of a ploclamation by Governor 
Hastings, summoning the Legislature into 
extra session, to enforce the mandates of 
the Constitution requiring apportionment 
to be made after each decennial census. 
He has been strongly urged to resort to 
this procedure by prominent Republicans 
and to some he is reported to have indi- 
cated a purpose to avail himself of this 
means to secure apportionment if the 
Legislature failed to perform its dutv 
with regard to this matter. 


Mr. Mattox, last Tuesday, called up 


from the postponed ca'ender the bill to 
prevent the sale, furnishing or gift of in- 
toxicating liquo-s on Memorial Day, and 
providing penalties for violation. It was 
further discussed, and Mr. Harrison, of 
Philadelphia, then moved the previous 
question. The bill was defeated—yeas, 
101; nays, SI—less than a constitutional 
majority.

Sec- 
tion 4 of this second bill as passed reads- 
"That the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized and directed to acquire at 
such times aud in such manner as he 
may deem best calculated to serve the 
public interest such lands in the vicinity 
of Gettysburg, Pa., not exceeding in 
area the parcels shown on the map pre- 
pared by ilaj. Gen. Daniel K. Sickles, 
I'. S. Army, and now on file in the office 
of the Secretary of War, which were 
occupied by the infantry, cavalry and 
artillery on the 1st, iM and :;d days of 
July, lS63,and such other adjacent lands 
as he may deem necessary to preserve 
the topographical features of the Battle- 
field." The only reservation in this bill 
relates to land owned by military organ- 
izations on which mouuineuts may be 
erected. 


There may be some reasons for keep- 


ing secret the draft above spoken of, but 
it is believed that the interests of the 
people of Gettysburg are such as to 
justify them in asking that this draft 
may be made public and that they be 
given definite information as to what 
land will be purchased and as to what 
other things may be done in which 
their town is concerned.

with the town at all. 
In the long course 


of its existence the town has attained a 
population of 'A,->->\ aud the battle gave it 
a greater boom than anything that ever 
happened there before or is ever likely to 
happen again. Under the circumstances 
the attitude of hostility of a portion of 
the townspeople towards the proposition 
that control of the roads shall be ceded 
by the Legislature to the government ap- 
pears extraordinary.

Farming Without Live-stock. 
A writer in the Ctnintry Gcntle'mun 


says: 
The low price of live-stock is 


leading to a partial abandonment of it 
in portions of Ohio. A smaller number 
of cattle and sheep appear to be kepti 
and the breeding of horses is no longer 
popular. I do not know what the State 
statistics show, but in this part of the 
State there is a distinct tendency to re- 
duce the number of animals kept on the 
farm. This leads to greater selling of 
corn and hay, and there is no danger that 
fertility will suffer. Live-stock raising 
has always been considered a safe way of 
getting an income from the soil without 
reducing its store of fertility, and partial 
abandonment of it is supposed to be risky 
business. 


That such is the case unless care be 


used, I do not doubt; but with good 
management, there is no reason to be- 
lieve that live-stock is absolutely required 
for maintaining farm fertility. When a 
fair number of ani mals is kept, it is prob- 
able that tilled fields do not have half 
the plant-food returned to them that is 
removed in the form of crops. It is evi- 
dent that soils are kept fertile partly by 
other means than stable manure, even 
on farms devoted largely to live-stock. 
There must be constant drain upon the 
country by the selling of wheat, corn, 
hay, potatoes and other marketable stuff, 
as well as by the great wastes iu barn- 
yards and the leaving of manure in reg- 
ular pasture fields; and if tilled fields can 
be kept fertile by only a partial return of 
what is removed by crops, there is evi- 
dently some other source of plant-food 
than the supplies man furnishes his soil. 


Analysis shows that large quantities of 


mineral plant food are found in most 
soils, but we know that they are chielly 
in unavailable form. Itisalocked store- 
house, and so long as locked, is not val- 
uable. Stable manure supplies aeailaklc 
plant food, but the good results of its 
application seem to be due fully as much 
to the supply of vegetable matter in it, 
as to the actual available plant food. It 
furnishes humus that in turn hastens 
directly and indirectly the disintegration 
of the soil, setting phosphoric acid and 
potash free, and taking up some nitrogen 
from the air. If, then, we can furnish 
vegetable matter, rich in nitrogen, in 
sufficient quantity to permit free chemi- 
cal action in the soil, there is no reason 
why our stores of fertility should be 
seriously depleted for ages at least in 
average soils. 


Such is the idea that has been put in 


practice by some farmers for a long term 
of years, with satisfactory results. I 
have been making some experiments 
with land of only fair natural fertility f 
but lacking in vegetable mold, and fine? 
that productiveness is increased fast 
without stable manure by the free use 
of organic matter, grown for the purpose 
on the soil. I would gladly use stable 
manure if I had it for this land, but all 
is just as profitablj used nearer the barn. 
Hence the trial of manurial crops for 
the land farther from the barn. 


I am now convinced that land of fair 


natural strength can be restored to a 
productive condition by plowing under 
manurial crops, more cheaply than by 
buying and drawing manure any long 
distance from town. Ordinary land is 
not too poor to grow rye or oats in suffi- 
cient quantity to afford a good cost of 
manure. By plowing under, it is more 
evenly distributed in the soil than is 
usual with stable manure, and the decay 
starts the ball rolling. There is more 
available planMood for another crop, 
and soon a compact, lifeless, unproduc- 
tive soil is converted into a porous, live- 
ly, productive one. 


Many soils that are given costly appli- 


cations of available mineral manures, 
need only a big supply of humus. It 
would unlock the stores of fertility, and 
place the productiveness of the land upon 
a solid foundation. 
Chemicals have 


their place, butehieily it is to grow clover, 
rye, peas and other vegetation for the 
soil. They may be used on a preceding 
crop to good advantage, but they are 
seldom wisely used when only to furnish 
the elements removed by crops, and 
when not followed by clover or other 
humus-providing plant. 


The difficulty is that those who have 


depended upon live-stock as an impor- 
tant source of fertilizers for their fields 
may not appreciate the need of manurial 
crops now, and by the constant use of 
chemicals to grow wheat, timothy and 
other crops to be sold off the farm, will 
find the soil growing more lifeless and 
infertile, except the chemicals be used 
continuously. Animals on the farm are 
desirable because some plant food is thus 
used at a profit twice—once to make 
fiesh, and then to grow moie food. But 
if there is no money in making the fiesh, 
there is more profit in giving the soil 
liberal supplies of vegetable matter than 
in losing a portion of them in feeding. 
The soil needs the humus, and if we do 
not, cannot, supply it in stable manure, 
we can in the form of clover, rye and 


Many will do this freely enough. It 


should not take any more grit to plow 
under a big coat of rye in order that dis- 
intregation of the soil may be hastened, 
than to buy soluble mineral matter in 
fertilizers. The chief dependence should 
be put in the legumes, as they furnish 
nitrogen much more freely, but any kind 
of vegetation is better than none. Many 
may soon be sorry that they have aban- 
doned live-stock to such an extent, but 
while they think it unprofitable, mauu- 
rial crops should be used in place of the 
former supply of stable manure, and 
«ven to greater extent, in order that fer- 
tility may be retained.

Where Petroleum is, Pound. 


Hocks That Were Once the Bc.1 ot H Son. 


If a half a dozen saucers be placed one 


within another and the edges ground 
down nearly to a level with the middle 
of the upper saucer, we should have an 
illustration of the position of the several 
layers of rocks whictt form the basin in 
which petrole'im is found. The illustra- 
tion does not present an exact parallel, 
as the rock basins are irregular in their 
outline, and unequal in the thickness of 
the several strata, as compared with 
each other, and in different parts of the 
same stratum. 


The basin in which petroleum Is found 


embraces Lake Erie, the western part of 
Pennsylvania, and portions of Virginia 
Kentucky and Ohio. The rocks were 
deposited in the bottom of an ocean 
which was bounded by land on the north 
and east and was open to the south and 
west. The materials for these deposits 
were obtained by the wearing away of 
the eastern mountainous shore of the 
ocean, and they were distributed by cur- 
rents over the bottom of the sea; they 
are consequently of the greatest thick- 
ness at the eastern edge and become 
thinner toward the west; they are also 
composed of coarse fragments iu the 
eastern portiou and the sand and other 
matter grows regularly liner iu the 
western and thinner strata. 


During all the time that these rocks 


were being deposited the sea was swarm- 
ing withiishes, and their bones in innum- 
erable multitudes are mingled with the 
sand aud mud that is now hardened into 
stone. 
After the lower rocks of the 


basin were laid down amphibious ani- 
mals were created, and iu the upper and 
more recent rocks their lemains are 
found in great numbers mingled with 
thoae of fishes. Prints of seaweeds are 
found in all the formations, but while 
the lower rocks contain no trace of any 
land plant, the vast coal deposits of the 
upper series have been formed by the de- 
composition of peat and miirsh vegeta- 
tion. 


The lowest formation iu which pe- 


troleum occurs in paying quantities is the 
corniferous limestone, ao called because 
it contains nodules of liornstoue or Unit. 
This is that ancient coral reef which was 
built up incalculable ages ago in the 
warm and shallow waters along what 
was then the southern shores of the 
North American continent. 


The slow upheave! of the continent 


continued after the middle of the great 
basin was raised above the ocean, and it 
is now 800 feet above the level of the 
sea. Neither was the work of creation 
suspended; as the seas were inhabitated 
by successive species of fishes and am- 
phibians, so the vast plains have been 
the abode of successive species ot land 
animals, which have one after another 
become extinct. Even after the advent 
of man this order continued—the mound 
builders passed away to give place to 
the Indians, and they in turn are being 
replaced by another race.

U is no unusual thing for the weather 


to vary- from heat to cold in May, as it is 
did this present season, yet many seem 
to be surprised at such variableness as 
though it had never occurred before. 
There is little change one year with an- 
other in the temperature of the spring, 
summer and winter months. There is an 
exceptional day occasiunalh, but such 
days are rare. The cool days of one week, 
following the warm days of the next week, 
have been severely felt on that account, 
and all the fruit has been killed, as it has 
been every spring since fruit grew. Eut 
the warm weather of each summer brings 
as much fruit to our markets as usual and 
the difference in price is so small that it is 
not noticed.

have done little damage except in exposed 
localities. The damage from these May 
frosts usually results from an effort to 
hasten the production of early fruits. 


Bat, sliarp as have been the frosts in 
exposed localities, there are too many 
sheltered spots in this great country to 
permit of a failure of anything that will 
grow and ripen in the land. The loss of 
.Florida's orange crop has made no appre- 
ciable scarcity of oranges and has not 
caused much advance in price. Each 
month of the coming summer will bring 
to our markets the favorite fruits in their 
accustomed profusion. 


Such weather as the past month has 


brought is to be met with patience, for a 
few weeks will bring settled weather and 
more heat than will be comfortable or de-

something for a rainy day. The habit is 
almost universal, ami those who earn 
the least are sure to be found in tins 
great saving class. The French savings 
banks have more than '>,(»«),ono deposi- 
tors, and their deposits amount to about 
$SOO,0(Ni,IKHI, and this large sum is made 
up of small amounts. 


The French schools teach the children 


to save money, and the most frequent 
prize given to a bright pupil is a savings 
bank-book withasmall sum to the credit 
of the owner. This is given, where, in 
this country, we would give a medal or 
a book. 


When a community has a lot of money 


deposited in savings banks it i.s easy to 
borrow money without going to outside 
capitalists. The local banks are prepar- 
ed to loan to home people at a moderate 
interest. In the large'cities and factory 
towns of the Eastern States the savings 
banks are the great safeguards of the 
poor wage-eiirners against hard times, 
and if the saving habit was as genera! 
here as it is in France, our people would 
have passed through the recent financial 
depression without seriously feeling it. 


Every child should be taught the im- 


portance of saving without being avari- 
cious and niggardly. ~\Ve need more 
thrift. 
The average American wage- 


earner waates enough in his lifetime to 
make him comfortable iu his old age. 
We should take a lesson from the French 
in this respect. They know how to en- 
joy life and at the same time work hard 
and save money.—Alhmla C<mMlu<li;\

It is stated that the year 1894 was the 


hardest one upon newspapers since 1S69. 
Very few papers have gained largely in 
circulation and many have lost heavily. 
This must sound strangely to those read- 
ers who have paid any attention to the 
announcements of certain metropolitan 
newspapers that are forever blowing 
their own trumpets about the increase of 
circulation and advertising which is con- 
stantly overwhelming them. 


In the state of New York alone 273 


newspapers suspended in 1S93, while not 
less than 350 more have helped to fill the 
newspaper graveyard since that year. 
Without having figures to prove the as- 
sertion, it might be stated, without much 
fear of successful contradiction, that the 
largest number of these papers were 
started on borrowed capital by people 
who knew nothing about the business, 
but trusted to luck and politics. There 
are some meu foolish enough to think 
that newspapers can be run without 
brains and that advertising comes with- 
out work. Of course, a great deal comes 
to old and well-established papers, the 
circulation and reputation of which have 
been tested, but does any one suppose 
such advantages were secured simply by 
good luck ? 


Possibly good luck has had something 


to do with successful newspaper enter- 
prise, but hard, persistent work, directed 
by active brains and untiring energy, 
have had much more to do with it, and' 
as the fields have been filled it is getting 
to be more and more dillicult to establish 
a newspaper that will pay. The Chicago 
Trilmne is looked upon as one of the 
most successful newspaper enterprises in 
the country, and yet not- so many years 
ago Charles A. Dana, who, notwith- 
standing his cynicism, is regarded as one 
of America's foremost journalists, left 
its editorial management, disgusted, be- 
cause lie could not make a success of it. 


lirains, energy, hard persistent work 


and a sufliciency of capital are what 
make great newspapers the success they 
are. The editorial is the hardest of all 
professions to fill well. The brain of the 
successful editor is never idle. It is ever 
on the alert, always on the lookout. 
Take the successful newspapeis of to- 
day, and it will invariably be found that 
in their several departments there i.s 
constant activity, a rush as it were, and 
that every man connected therewith is 
expected to be thoroughly equipped for 
any work assigned him, day or night, in 
all seasons and sorU of weatfier, and 
with an eye single to the business in 
which he is engaged. These, and these 
alone, are what prevent unhonored news- 
paper graveyards from becoming more 
numerous.—Jfarfithiini
